Gentlemen, 
I have the hontur to present to you my Annual Report 
for the year I901, 


We have this Year to werk upon the figures of the new 


Gensus which raises the population of the District from I$.1@&3%  _ 


to 76.502, while by the Bristol Dock Act I90I whicn came into 
Force on the ist Ostober 158 asres of land and 350 persons were 
transferred from the Barton Regis District + the City and x 
County ef Bristal. 

These alterations will affect the averages, allowance 
for which must be made in comparing them with previous years, 
in other respects the District remains as before, comprising 
the Parishes of Filton, Henbury,Shirehampton, (including Avon 
“mouth) Stoke Gifford, Westbury, ( including Stake Bishop) and 
Winterbourne.

Diphtheria, I have made you several Reports on the Epidemic of 
Diphtheria, ( the Last on December 30th) and a 4, Go B, 
Inspector (Dr. Mair) has visited with me the Locality; but 
notwithstanding all our oxertions the Epideiaic f which sommens 
-ed in October 1900 ) stiil continues, 5 new cases being 
removed to the Lsetation Hospital during the weck ending Decs 
Sist. We ave not therefore yet in a positicn to Me ccnsider- 
the Epidemic at an end, ‘ 

It must be observed that the Epidemic has practically 
been confined to Shirehampston and Avonmouth, whero 152 cases 
have been registered. 6 cases have also been registered from

H, to 
personally visit and make you a separate detailed rerort on 
every case of Infectious Disease cccurring in your District, 
but I am compeiited to say that I have done so at the cost of 
great personal iabour, sush as I feel it is unreasonabie to 
expect a li. 0. H. tO tndertake; visiting SI7 cases in a District 
measuring i miles by 5. Ga involves IY journeys averaging 
S miles each to and fro, or SI7O miles por annum, and I feel 
that when I have done this een is little time or energy left 
in me to attend tc the duties laid down by the L. G. By as the

Your 
Insvector ( who is also Surveyor of roads ) has not once during 
the past Year reportedto me anything which requires my attention 
in fact yow Inspector and myselfhave no intercourse with each 
other in matters concerning the Sanitation of the District.
